The Farm Work-Shop. 


A convenient and well equipped work-

To Utilize Wave Power. 


A caveat for improvement in ocean 


wave motors has been filed with the 
commissioner of patents by S. A. Lef- 
fingwell, of Coronado Beach, through 
his attorney, Clara Foltz. The object of 
the invention is to convert the forces of 
the waves of the ocean into a motive 
power for driving machinery on shore 
for electric lighting, etc. 


This is accomplished by means of a 


float placed in the open sea. lu the float 
are tubes extending to a depth of thirty 
or forty feet below sea level, open at the 
bottom and closed at the top in such a 
manner as to retain a pressure of air. 
At the top of each tube is a valve open- 
ing to admit air into the tube and closing 
against an outward current. 


There is also a valve opening into a 


pressure reservoir through which air 
inay pass out, corresponding to the vale 
gear of an ordinary pump. By this ar- 
rangement air is pumped into the reser- 
voir with a pressure suitable for driving 
an engine located on the lloat and con- 
nected with a dynamo converting the 
power iuto electricity. The electricity 
is transmitted by electric cable and used 
as a driving power, or otherwise, as may 
be desired. Experiments were recently 
mado on the bay, with the most satis- 
factory results. 


The machine, however, is intended 


for use in deep sea .1 mile from shore. 
Any amount of power can be had, ac- 
cording to the size of the plant used. 
The principle of the motor is practical 
and economical, ami its inventor lives 
on Coronado beach.—San Diego Sun. 


COUNTRY ROADS. 


Chat on the Subject—How to 


prove Them. 


Im- 


Any suggestion looking to the improve- 


ment of our roads ought to be of inter- 
est. That they have been considerably 
bettered in the last twenty years is un- 
deniable, but much remains to be done 
yet. "Koad Drainage" was discussed 
last week at Bloomington by a conven- 
tion of highway commissioners. We 
qnote from the report of their proceed- 
ings: 


Supervisor Cole said: 
"Tile 
had 


worked a thorough revolution in road 
work. He believed in grading the roads, 
and he thought it was better to first 
thoroughly tile the low places. The tile 
should be placed along the sides of the 
road, and not in the road, and he had bad 
satisfactory results in putting the tile 
over in the adjacent field a rod from the 
line of the road. The purpose should be 
to get the water off, rather than to pile 
the earth high up on the road." 


Mr. John Armstrong, of Allin, said in 


his township they had tiled most of their 
roads lying the tile at the foot of the 
grade. The high grades have not proven 
the thing. They have leveled and graded 
down their roads and have them just so 
the water will run off well and then have 
them well tiled, and he is well satisfied 
with their work. He did not favor the 
idea of people working out their road 
taxes and thought it the better plan to 
pay the road tax and hire people to run 
the grader. 


Mr. Oeo Craig, of Hudson, told how 


he, several years ago, against the opinion 
of the people, did the first road tiling 
that was done in his township. He threw 
up a high turnpike and tiled along the 
side and across it, and it gave the best of 
satisfaction, but the modern way was to 
simply round up the road and tile at the 
side and it was highly satisfactory. 


Mr. Henry Sholty, of Dale, Jsaid: "I 


hit upon a plan last spring of getting the 
work done earlier in the season in May." 
He thought the work of grading the roads 
could be done under the cash system for 
about one-half the cost of the labor sys- 
tem, 


Mr. W. J. Eayner, of Funk's Grove, 


said there are places along the road we 
might not grade. We ought not disturb 
the virgin sod when the road was good 


Mr. W. J. Barnes, of Mt. Hope, said he 


worked under the cash system. We em- 
ploy two men. We send them out early 
in the spring. At first they employ them 
mending bridges and culverts, and then 
after that is done they commence with 
the graders and continue working the 
graders till late in the fall, when they go 
to work again on the bridges, and we 
have pretty good roads.

6T DUAL EXPLOSIONS OF MORAL GiS 


Tbe First Explosion Brings Thousand* 


to the Scene, and the Second 


Sends Many of Them 


Into Eternity 


COLTJMBES, O , Jan 
24 —Toere Is a 


•cene of death and destruction in this 
city to-night whose horrible features 
and sickening details are surpassed only 
by the Johnstown flood Never in the 
history of Ohio has such a dreadfufdls- 
aster occurred as that which s«nt thrill) 
of horror through the thousands who 
witnessed it to-night 
A double ezplo 


slon occurred and It dealt out death with 
dual force 


A few moments after five o'clock an 


alarm of fire sounded calling out the 
entire department 
The streets were 


thronged with the thousands of tollers 
who were returning to their homes from 
workshops and factories, and quickly 
spread the news that a frightful calam- 
ity had happened in the southern part 
of the city 
The streets leading to that 


section were soon crowded with people 
going to the scene 
Their presence 


there heaped horror upon horror as will 
be seen later on 


An explosion had occurred at the 


tiouble residence of Messrs Michael 
Bowers and John Marriot, at the corner 
of Wall and Noble allies 
Th« cause of 


the calamity was an accumulation of 
natural gas in the cellar of the house 
referred to 
The city has recently 


been supplied with natural gas, and 
leading past the house occupied by Mar- 
riot and Bowers is one of the mains 
through which the commodity Is fur 
nlshed to the public 
The pipes had 


leaked and the explosive fuel had found 
its way through fissures in the ground 
to the colliery which Was the seat ef the 
horror 
It had become Ignited in some 


manner ana soon exploded with terrific 
force, wrecking the building and filing 
the air with debris 


Mrs Marriot was blown out of the 


house and a man named Gouldlng who 
was standing near the structure was 
blown across the street Mrs Marriot 
was carried across the street anH into 
the residence of \Vm James, a book 
keeper for the book firm of Clock & 
Beck 
Dr ^Mssmgor, a prominentphy- 


sician was called to attend her injuries 


The house where the injured lay was 


soon crowded v. ith people attracted by 
the accident and it was soon necessary 
to close 
e doors that no more might 


enter 
Little knew those scores of 


spectators huddled around the sufferers 
that they were standing in a death trap, 
which was then on the verge of carrying 
them into eternity 
Suddenly the air 


was rent by a tremendous explosion, 
which made the earth quake and filled 
the air with flying timbers bricks and 
debris of all kinds 
Darkness ensued, 


and thin a death like stillness reigned 
for a Jew moments 
J* was broken by 


shrieks and death groans 
The hous* 


in which lay the powerless form of Mrs 
Marriot had been blown to atoms, and 
Its occupants burled beneath the wreck ' 
Hundreds of spectators who lined the 
sidewalks were knocked violently down 
by the shock and laid powerless 


Teen to cap the climax a team of 


spirited horses attached to one of the 
fire department ladder wagons became 
frenzied by the explosion and dashed 
away into the crowd, carrying death in 
their wake 
They ran over and inju^fl 


scores of people 
A beautiful little 


babe was knocked from its mothers 
arms and, falling beneath tho merciless 
wheels of the vehicle was crushed to 
death 
As soon as the maddened steeds 


had disappeared in the darkness many 
of the spectators and firemen, who had 
been uninjured by either of the horrors, 
turned their attention to digging out 
the persona buried under the ruins of 
the house 


Guided by the cries and moans of the 


mangled and dylug, men groped m the 
darkness pulling out a dead body here, 
a mangled yet living, form there and 
conveying hem to resting places 


Groups of men women and children 


gathered around the prostrate forms 
and blood-curdling shrieks made the 
awful scene more revolting as friends 
recognized friends, 
Inji red or dead 


parents found their mutilated children 
and vice versa 
It required several 


hours to remove all the dedd and injured 
from the ruins an4 it w lot yet known 
who or how many are the victims

In all cases nutmegs may be prepared 


for administration in tlio following man- 
ner: 


Oratu one or more nutmegs into a fine 


powder. For children, give one-sixth to 
one-third of a teaspoonful, according to 
age, of this powder, mixed with a small 
quantity of milk. For adults, from a 
half to two teaspoonfuls may be given 
in the same way, according to the sever- 
ity of the case. 
Every two hours is 


generally the best time to administer 
this remedy. 


Insomnia (sleeplessness) is very often 


effectually relieved by one or two doses 
of nutmeg, when much stronger agents 
ha\o signally failed.—New York Jour- 
nal.
